Under the terrible stress of war, the government 
has called into service many of our ablest business 
men. 
First by integrity of character, and now by 
patriotic service, these creators of collossal lousi­ 
ness enterprises, the makers of America, silence 
their critics. 
The war is an eye-opener to the public and to the 
government. No other industry lias been so hound­ 
ed by the government in recent years as the rail­ 
roads, but immediately on the declaration of war 
the railroads pooled their resources and voluntarily 
worked out systems of co-operation for the move­ 
ment of troops and munitiiros. 
The government, 
too. showed a different attitude toward the pro­ 
blem of a merchant marine. Where formerly small 
sums of mail subsidies had been begrudged, millions 
of dollars have been appropriated for the building 
of ships. It is only natural that this new govern­ 
mental attitude should be further manifested 4n 
the dropping of suits to disintegrate some of our 
larges tindustrial corporations. 
If the war convinces us that we have been on 
the wrong track in seeking to hamper and diseour- 
age big business it will improve the outlook for la­ 
bor and capital when the war is over. 
The nation 
that we are fighting has taught us many things. 
Germany has been an object lesson in prepared­ 
ness, in the development of industries to the point of 
national independence, in the systematic encourage, 
ment of every combination that would help give 
Germany first place in the realm of commerce. 
The Webb bill, designed to exclude from the 
prohibitions of the anti-trust laws combinations in 
this country organized for the export trade, has 
been, endorsed by President Wilson, but has not 
yet been passed. 
Those who are still opposed to 
it would do well to ponder the news report of 
Germany’s determined effort to recapture her fam­ 
ous dyestuffs trade destroyed by the war. The sev­ 
en biggest German dye firms, backed by the Ger­ 
man government, have effected a combination to 
continue for fifty years, pooling their interests to 
stand losses and to share profits jointly, in order 
to drive the new American industry out of the 
foreign trade. 
This is of vital importance to our 
manufacturers, because the German combination is 
to include pharmaceutical chemicals as well as dyes. 
Will our government foster industries that have 
been temjwrarily built up or strengthened by tbe 
war, or will it turn them Over to the iuthless com­ 
petition of government-backed combinations of oth­

He says 
the presimt drouth may not be so 
serious as thirty years ago, yet it 
may be w’orse. The extraordinary 
high cost of necessities, the ranges 
all taken up, a much larger popiiia 
tion to be cared for and the de­ 
mands of war make the situation 
graver now than then, says Com­ 
missioner Davis, and in his opin­ 
ion a much greater appropriation 
is needed now than then. 
Commissioner Davis says that he 
is w’ell aware that the Legislature 
was convened in special session for 
a specific purpose, but this does not 
preclude the consideration of other 
matters if presented by the Gover­ 
nor. He feels it his’duty to call 
attention to conditions which in his 
opinion should receive careful con­ 
sideration by the Legislature be­ 
fore final adjoummeut.— Dallas 
News.

MESQUITE BEANS FOR FEED 


Luther Foster of tlie Ne wMcx- 
ico station says that mesquite 
leans are rich feed and where they 
an* abundant may he saved for 
Winter feeding. 
As to the feed­ 
ing value of the beans he gives 
gome valuable suggestions: 
It has been estimated that the 
entire pod including the seed con­ 
tains the following quantities of 
digestible nutrients in 100 pounds: 
8.34 pounds crude protein; 54.02 
pounds of carbohydrates; and 2.4 
pounds of fats. This shows their 
feeding value to compare very 
favorably with that of barley, 
which has the following rate of 
digestibility in 100 pounds: 8.4 
pounds crude protein; 65.3 pounds 
of carbohydrate«; and 1.6 pounds 
of fats. In all the nutrients ex­ 
cepting the protein they are very 
much higher than alfalfa hay, 
which contains 10.5 pounds of di­ 
gestible crude protein * 40.5 pounds 
of carbohydrates; and .9 pounds 
of fats in 100 pounds. After rank 
ing the proper allowance for the 
higher nutriti\$ value of the fats 
the three'feeckj stand as follows 
in their relatiw. rates of digesti­ 
bility fo* feedinf: Mesquite beans 
67.78; barley, 77.7; and alfalfa 
hay, 53.2 per emit.

culty should be had in raising the 
chickens. Cold weather should 
very seldom come in the Southwest 
till the young chickens are old 
enough to have sufficient feathers 
for ample protection. 
The same may be said of hatch­ 
ing with hens where farmers have 
but a very few eggs for fall batch­ 
ing. Hens will need care and the 
poultry yard had best be cleaned 
and arranged several weeks before 
any young chickens are expected. 
It is not always easy to have fer­ 
tile eggs for fall hatching because 
many wishing to reduce expense 
of feeding cockerels, dispose of 
them early in summer or late in the 
Spring. 
Furthermore, hens some 
times fail to lay at the eaqy fall 
Reason when hatching eggs are 
needed unless special attention is 
carefully given some time prev­ 
ious. 
Hence it will be seen that 
preparations shonld he made now 
for fall hatching. 
Chickens hatched in early fall 
should bring fancy prices as broil­ 
ers or fryers near the holiday sea 
son. 
There is generally a great 
demand for fryers or broilers át 
that season and those who have 
them usually are fortunate.
